It is said that a drowning man will catch 
at a straw. One would naturally suppose 
the situation of a person grasping after a 
straw, thinking to be benefited thereby, to 
be desperate-in the extreme. What then 
shall we think of anti-abolitionists, who, 
after catching in vain at all the straws they 
could hope to reach, with increased ener¬ 
gy, grasp at their shadows. They ask why 
the discovery has never been made until 
within a few years, that slavery is an evil. 

They might have asked George Wash¬ 
ington why he tendered his vote for the ab¬ 
olition of slavery. They might have ask¬ 
ed Benjamin Franklin why he ever suffer¬ 
ed so foul a stain upon his fair character, 
as that of accepting the chair of the first 
abolition society formed in Pennsylvania. 
They might have asked Thomas Jefferson 
what subject occupied his thoughts when 
he exclaimed, “ I tremble for my country 
when I reflect that God is just, and that his 
•justice cannot sleep forever.” 

There is at this time a greater trembling 
in the two political parties for office than 
ever was felt in the days of Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson. Both parties are using their ut¬ 
most exertions to wheedle the third party 
in their favor. Either may have the political 
ascendency, by the assistance of the third 
party. Both pretend to be on the right 
track to effect the abolition of slavery and 
the slave trade ; still, both support a slave- 
holding candidate for the Presidency. Is 
this consistent 1 

Previous to the September election of 
’42, they greeted us cordially with smiling 
countenances ; were at heart as much abo¬ 
litionists as we were ; doubted not for a 
moment our sincerity, believed our princi¬ 
ples purely patriotic, but lamented that we 
had become so blinded and deluded, as to 
believe the action of a third party necessa¬ 
ry to effect what they had been so long and 
so ardently aspiring to do—the abolition of 
slavery. But since that election, we have 
seen the other side of the page. We have 
been saluted with their sneers, their grim 
visages have audaciously presented them¬ 
selves, branding us as a set of 1 blind fanat¬ 
ics, who, exasperated (as they say) at. the 
situation into which we plunged ourselves, 
at the last presidential canvass, think to 
make amends by striking a deadly blow at 
the root of our present government; tak¬ 
ing the reins into our own hand, and rid¬ 
ing through life as may best suit our con¬ 
venience. 

We acknowledge that we are office seek¬ 
ers to this extent. We would have two- 
thirds of the country fill two-thirds of the 
offices ; instead of one-third filling three- 
fourths of the offices. If as our state con¬ 
stitution declares, ‘ all men are born equal¬ 
ly free and independent, and have certain 
natural, inherent and inalienable rights ; 
among which are those of enjoying and de¬ 
fending life and liberty, acquiring, posses¬ 
sing and protecting property;” then we 
would send men to Congress, who, after 
having sworn to maintain the constitution, 
would'charge their memory with their du¬ 
ty strong enough to last them to Washing¬ 
ton and home without violating their oaths. 
We would send men to Congress, who, if] 
the question were brought up, whether the 
citizens of Maine without regard to age or 
sex, should pay a poll tax of one dollar; 
would raise a voice and a hand against, in¬ 
stead of servilely submitting to southern 
dictation, merely because Maine is a ter¬ 
ritory, and situated in one corner of the 
union as Florida is. We would send such 
men as would, when the people were ag¬ 
grieved, and wished to ask redress, receive 
and notice their petition. We live in a 
land of pretended equal rights ; and were 
hypocrisy out of the land, every person &, 
every [body of persons, would be entitled 
tojheir share of notice in congress. 

Friends of freedom, reason, justice and 
humanity, will you just look about your¬ 
selves before you cast another vote, and re¬ 
member that when you vote for a pro-sla¬ 
very man, you vote for Slavery,Gag Rules, 
Florida Laws, Censures, Blood Hounds, 
Whips, Manacles, Bowie Knives and Pis¬ 
tols. ___ L. Y. S.

Resolved, That Slavery is a Relig¬ 
ious evil, because it is opposed to the spir¬ 
it and precepts of the Gospel and directly 
at variance with the command of the Sa¬ 
vior, which directs us to do to others what¬ 
soever wo would wish that others should 
do unto us. 

It is a moral evil because its tendency 
is to promote oppression by keeping a por¬ 
tion of our population in bondage and mor¬ 
al darkness and making man robbers of] 
men for the sake of gain. 

It is a social evil because it elevates 
one class of men above the sphere which 
God and nature designed him to occupy, 
and depresses another class below it, and 
also because it tends to promote illegal as¬ 
sociations of the'two races and binds to 
perpetual slavery the child who is born 
free on the fraternal side. 

It is a Political evil because it is based 
on anti-republican principles and seeks to 
sustain itself by anti-republican measures. 

It is a pecuniary evil because it makes 
labor disreputable, throws a heavy tax on 
the free states in the shapeof bad debts 
against the slave states, draws'money in 
large sums from our National Treasury, 
produces embarrassment upon our com¬ 
merce by confining our colored seamen in 
prisons and by requiring the right of search 
on vessels from the free states when clear¬ 
ing from the slave states. 

Resolved, That the Liberty Standard is 
entitled to our confidence and support and 
that we recommend that paper as worthy 
the attention and perusal of all. 

Resolved, That the Liberty Party are 
Democrats in the true and logical sense 
of that term and are seeking the greatest 
good, not of the greatest number merely, 
but of the whole number ofthe inhabitants 
of our country. 

Resolved, That the members of this 
convention constitute a committee whese 
duty it shall be'to advocate the cause we 
have espoused in all our walks and espe¬ 
cially at the ballot box. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of liberty 
men in each town in this county to pro¬ 
cure lectures to be delivered in their re¬ 
spective towns on the evils of slavery.

The more I reflect on the nomination 
which the Liberty Party of this district

From the Bangor Gazette. 

To the Editor of the Bangor Gazette : 

The Chairman of the Committee to pre¬ 
pare the State Liberty Address, requests 
you to publish an explanation which is 
deemed due to the Hon. William Pitts 
Fessenden, late a Representative in Con¬ 
gress from the Cumberland District. 

The Address refers to the fact that Mr. 
Fessenden, early in his Congressional course 
gave “notice that at the first opportunity he 
should move the repeal of the 21st Rule ;” 
and comments bn the fact that the Congress 
to which he was elected passed away with¬ 
out further action pursuant to that notice. 

In making that statement the Chairman 
relied upon the published Journal of the 
House, which, as it daily appeared in the 
Washington papers, he read with very close 
attention. 

Since the publication of that Address, he 
has been informed, on unquestionable au¬ 
thority, and he is most happy to stale, that 
Mr. Fessenden bestowed much labor on that 
question, and only failed of public action, 
accordant with that notice through the diffi¬ 
culty of obtaining a proper opportunity so to 
do. 

In another part ofthe Address, Mr. Fes¬ 
senden is named in the same sentence with 
Mr. Clifford, in a manner which is said to 
have led to some misapprehension. It is ir 
the following paragraph : 

“We have had Representatives enough tc 
make speeches, and able speeches too. Ev- 
ans caa enchain the Senate on questions of I 
finance, and demonstrate me gam il.L <w 
the loss on that. Williams can reason and 
remonstrate, when a few thousand acres of 
wilderness are in danger of being lost to the 
State. Fessenden, and Clifford, can speak 
eloquently about Tariffs and Commerce— 
the monied interests of the State. But all 
are silent when the rights of the citizen are 
invaded—when the petiiions of their constit¬ 
uents are rejected. Silent, did we say ?— 
Ah! would that were true! How often, 
when the question has been raised on their 
reception,have our representatives answered, 
no. How often, have they voted for laws to 
enslave their fellow-ciiizens. flow often, to 
suppress the voice of humanity, for the pur¬ 
pose of sustaining a party. How often have 
they voted for appropriations to re-ens!ave 
the fugitive. And those who have been 
more consistent in voting, how careful have 
they been not to commit their party by their 

The design was to show how easy it is for 
our ablest men to do justice to other sub¬ 
jects, while they have no eloquence for a 
subject so important as the wrongs of sla¬ 
very. It was not intended to place Mr. Fes- 
senden and Mr. Clifford in the same catego¬ 
ry in the votes they gave in relation to' sla¬ 
very ; for while it is lamentably true that 
Mr. Clifford has always voted with the 
slaveholding interest—Mr. Fessenden has 
voted for liberty and against slavery when¬ 
ever he has had an opportunity in Congress. 

Most cheerfully does the chairman make 
this explanation. He takes pleasure in sta¬ 
ting that Mr. Fessenden, though not an ab- 
olitionist, is, as he believes, a high minded, 
honorable man, who would disdain to lend 
either his vote or his influence, directly to 
sustain an institution so infamous as sia- 


the Hon. Mr. Clifford, beyond the 
severe reflection that he has uniformly voted 
on the side of slavery. 

The intensity of such a reflection will 
deepen as years advance. ‘ The progress of 
liberty is destined to bury many of present 
promise. He cannot however, forbear to 
say, that as chairman of the committee of] 
the whole, at the time Mr. Giddings deliv¬ 
ered his speech on the Florida war, he did 
himself honor, by the promptitude with 
which he sustained Mr. Giddings’ right to 
speak, in order, against violent attacks from 
Southern members. 

As it has been intimated, in different sec- 
lions of the State, that those paragraphs 
were inserted at the suggestion of a gentle¬ 
man in a part of the Stale distant from Ban¬ 
gor,and was the result ol personal ill-feeling, 
the Chairman deems it proper to state, that 
the Address was wholly prepared by him¬ 
self, and that he received no suggestion as 
to any sentiment it contains, quotations ex¬ 
cepted, from any other person. He is solely 
responsible for its sentiments : and that his 
sentiment* towards Mr. Fessenden are those 
of sincere respect. A copy of the Address 
was sent to Mr. Fessenden, on the very day 
of its publication, that he might have an 
early opportunity to ask for, or make any 
corrections he might deem necessary.

The Sandwich Islands — G. Britain. —Des¬ 
patches have been sent off hy Government to 
Capt. Lord G. Paulet, of the Caryfort frigate, 
in the South Pacific, acknowledging the free 
independence of King Tamebamcha III. and 
the Sandwich Islands from this or any other 
country. 

Departure op Mr. Cushinq in thk Mis¬ 
souri steam prioate. —After a long detention 
in our harbor, caused mainly by experiments 
of proposed alterations in her machinery the 
steam frigate Miasuuri, Capt. Newton, depart¬ 
ed from this city yesterday, bound for the Med¬ 
iterranean. on whose shores she is to land the 
Hon. Caleb Cushing, Special Envoy to China, 
on his way to that country. 

Mr. Cushing went on board yesterday, and 
was received with a salute due to his official 
rank ; and the frigate proceeded down the riv¬ 
er a little after one o’clock,— JVat. Int. 

Navigation or the Mississippi.— Last year 
the navigation of the Mississippi included 450 
steamers, averaging each 200 tons, and making 
an aggregate tonnage of 90,000. They cost 
above $7,000,000, and were navigated by near¬ 
ly 16,000 (lersons—aliout 35 each. Beside 
these steamers there are about 4,000 fiatboats, 
which cost each about $150, managed hy five 
hands each, or 20,000 persons, and make an 
expense of $1,380,000. The estimated annual 
expense of the steam navigation, including 15 
per cent, for insurance, and 27 per cent, for 
wear and tear is $13,618,000. 

Dead.— Rev. Squire Chase, late super¬ 
intendent of the Methodist mission at Li¬ 
beria, died at Syracuse, N. Y,, on the 
morningTof the 26th ult. He returned to 
this country about two months ago in puK 
suit of health, and has found a grave. 

Collision and consequent wreck.—

Awful Tragedy. 

In conversation with a gentleman from 
Petersburg, Virginia, he gave me the follow¬ 
ing account with a request that his name 
should be withheld : 

A Mr. Minilree, (master mason,) of Pe¬ 
tersburg, had in his employ a slave man be- 
loaing to Mr. Hasinburg. The poor slave 
had been in the habit of running off: he was 
told by Minitree that if he ever ran away 
from him that he would kill him. It was 
not long before the slave took it into his head 
to run off, and if possible get to the free 
States; lie was, however, overtaken by the 
man-hyenas, and returned 10 bis employer. 
Minitree lied him down in his barn, provid¬ 
ed himself with three new cowhides, and 
gave him about eight hundred lashes ! He 
washed the suffering victim in salt and wa¬ 
ter ! afterwards gave the poor fellow a syr¬ 
inge of cayenne pepper!!! and released 
him. Soon after his release, he went to a 
pond of water (such was his thirst from the 
effects of lhe syringe of cayenne pepper,) 
and drank nearly a half gallon of water.— 
Minilree, not satisfied with the tortures al¬ 
ready inflicted upon his victim, secured him 
again, and flogged him till the poor fellow 
became senseless. He died in about two 
hours after. Minitree threw the dead body 
in the yard that night, and in the morning 
put it in a box, and buried it. 

Mr. Hasinburg having heard of the igno¬ 
minious death of his slave, had the cruel 
monster arrested. The civil authorities had 
the body disinterred, and held an inquest, 
assisted by sevetal physicians, who held a 
post mortem examination over the body.— 
Verdict of the jury that the slave came to 
his death by the hands of Minilree, his em¬ 
ployer. He is now being tried for wilful 
muider. 

This awful event took place about the last 
of June. I am informed by the gentleman 
tha: none of the papers in Petersburg pub- 
listed or noticed the affair.

We regret to state that a most p«inful oc¬ 
currence took place yesterday on hoard the 
steamboat Georgia, of the Baltimore and Nor¬ 
folk line. It appears that the boat, on her 
passage to Baltimore, took on board at Old 
Point Comfort several passengers among them 
the Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral, big two daughters and several other per¬ 
sons and a young matt named J. McKean 
Gardner, son of Col. C. K. Gardner, of 
Washington City, formerly Auditor »f the 
Post Office Department. 

During his stay at Old Point the conduct of 
Mr. Gardner was remarked by the visiters as 
of a very singular character, and the belief 
was generally entertained that he was labor¬ 
ing under mental derangement—a belief 
which was strongly concurred in by Mr. 
Wickliffe himself, with whom he had several 
times been in conversation. About half past 
1 o’clock yesterday, when the passengers were 
summoned to dinner, Mr. Wickliffe, who was 
standing oa deck, offered his arm to the Indies 
who were with him, and while in the act of 
so doing Gardner, without any previous in¬ 
timation, suddenly sprung at Mr. Wickliffe 
and aimed a powerful blow with a clasp knife 
at his breast. The blade of the knife struck 
the right breastbone with much force, and 
traversed the bone without, it is believed, in¬ 
juring the lungs, or making a deep incision, 
Lieut. Bradiord, of the U. S. Navy, standing 
close by, instantly seized Gardner in the 
act of making a second blow at Mr. Wick¬ 
liffe, and prevented his design. 

The knife was immediately taken possess¬ 
ion of by Lieut, B. and Gardner placed in con¬ 
finement. Remedies were immediately ap¬ 
plied to Mr.Wickliffe’s wound, and on his ar¬ 
rival at this city he was attended by Professor
